|ri\e Inst twenty four years 889 new Italian 
po^ras have been written, the last year twouiy- 
fhree. WhenDonizetti was alive and Kicci aad 
Meraidante were inore fertile, nearly fifty more 
Italian Operas were produced a year. Betwieen 
1819 and 1830 Donizetti wVote twenty-four, all 
of wliicli. were failures, till his " Anna Bolena" 
attracted public attention. In the fourteen 
years following he wrote fifty. So great is the 
labor and talent necessary .to produce a good 
opei;a. 

Since the musical festival at Dusseldorf, Jenny 
Lind has sung at Hamburg, giving her " Swan's 
Death Song," Whicli is praised above anything 
ever heard Mn that city. It isoiot believed she 
intends to retire any longer from the public; but 
to sing as of old, when the tnood comes over her. 

Liszt's announced purpose to employ his time 
at Borne, composing an oratorio upon Christ's 
life, is very much ridiculed as are all his egotis- 
tic sayings and doings since he became an Abbe. 
Public opinion run? now very hard against male 
contraiti and sopnmi in Rome, and Rossini has 
interceded w;ith the Pope in behalf of the pre- 
scribed ' female voice in church service with 
prospect of success. At San Carlos, Naples, 
Mercadante's "Virginia" is still as popular as 
when fir.'st brought out, and the Neapolitans 
AvUl listen to nothing else. . . 

In England, singing festivals are popular all 
over the Realm.. ^One was given at Doncaster 
with 500, and another at Winchester with 1,000 
singers. At Newcastle, Balfe's best "The Bohe- 
mian Girl" was given with success, and Miss 
Ellison, soprano revived the> faded "I dreamt 
\that I dwelt"~ihto popularity. . ^ 

The new Opera House going up in Cincinatti 
•will accommodate 1178 people. The stage will 
be fifty-five feet- deep, and the seats will be bo ar- 
ranged that the view of none will be obstructed. 
The proscenium walls will be brick, vi-ith wire 
curtains to guard against fire. The auditorium 
will be one hundred leet square, the largest in 
the woirld. and lighted from above and back 
of the boxes, thus doing away entirely with 
the glare of gaslight upon tlie eyes. Rooms are 
also set apart for a gallery of paintings and sculp- 
ture. The building will be 85 feet front and 190 
feet deep ; the front of free-stone, and the en- 
trance hall marble. The site is that of the ele- 
gant mansion of David Gibson,
